Like a bolt from the blue came 
the news yesterday of the death in 
iictlon of Lieut. Allen Oliver, Arts '15, 
brilliant student and former cdltor- 
In-chlef of McOill Daily, who only ii 
few days ugo wa.s lowunli-d for lii;' 
services at the from with th<^ Mili- 
tiiry Cros.s, ami who lost liis life lie- 
fore he Cnllld be invested with the 
nnieh-CDveted decoration which lie had 
won .so gallantly, The iii'W.s nf I.ieut. 
Oliver'H death was conveyed to Can- 
ada by private cable, and Is confirm- 
ed by an official messaKe from tho 
Records Office at Ottawa. No par- 
ticulars of the death of Lileut. Oliver 
are eiven, but these will follow In due 
course. 

Members of the professoriate of the 
Pkculty of Arts, as well as students 
who were at the University In his 
time spolce yesterday in glowiUK terms 
of Lieut. Oliver, who was an Honours 
student in Kconomics, and who was 
the first president of the Kcononilcs 
Cliil) which WHS formed fjoine year.t 
ajso ill connertloii with the Depart- 
ment of i;ciinotnlcf . 

Lieut. Allen Oliver was born in IÀ1- 
monton, Alhertii. in 189!!, the son ot 
Hon. Kranli Oliver, M.I*., then proprie- 
tor of the Edmonton Bulletin, and a 
member of the North-West Territor- 
ies Assembly, He attended local 
schools before removtng to Ottawa 
with his parents upon the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Mr. Oliver to a seat In 
the Laurier . Cabinet, and then was a 
stu<)ent at St. Andrew's CoUcKe, To- 
ronto. At St. Andrew's Lieut. Oliver 
lieean to show un interest In student 
activities, which continued in hla un- 
dergraduate days at .Miilll. He wa.s 
associated with the manaKement of 
the college masaKine, was a promln- 
enl inemlier of the Cadm Corps of 
the PollPKe, and took a (rreiit iiiteroht 
in athletics, and particularly in llufc'by 
football, being a member ot the_ col- 
lège team. 

When he entered the Faculty of 
Arts of McQIll in 1»11. Lieut. Oliver 
immediately began to Identify himself 
with student activities In a prominent 
manner. Being a brilliant football 
player, he turned out with the senior 
football squad, and won a place as 
Kpare for the team. He was also elect- 
ed to clos» offices, aiul Ifiok an active 
part In the activities of the Literary 
an<l UcViallnt; Society, lieinft a fluent 
and forceful speaker. In liLs Sopho- 
more year, i.it'iil. Oliver J(dned the 
editorial .staff of Mc(!lll Daily, then 
tinder tin- editorial direction of \V. L. 
Cassels, now over.'^eiis with tlii' Cana- 
dian Knglneer.s. He rose raiiidly, and 
before the year hod closed wa.s in 
charge of the spurting department ot 
the newspaper, a position in which 
he had ample opportunity to display 
his ability as a writer. When Mr. 
Cassels resigned at the close of the 
session, Lieut. Oliver was chosen as 
his successor, and entered upon his 
duties when college re-opened in the 
full of 1913. 

Unfortunately hl.s connection with 
the undergraduate newspaper In thin 
capacity was destined to he of short 
duration. The editor-in-chief of the 
"Dally" fell out with the .Students' 
Coiinril over the matter of the seml- 
InK "f rcin-escntatlves to an inter-col- 
leglate football Kame In Toronto. 
The refusal ot the Council to 
pay the expenses of two mem- 
bej-s of the staff whom Oliver had 
detailed to cover the game precipitat- 
ed a crisis, which culminated in the 
resignation on November 17, 1913, of 
the edltor-in^chtef, the sporting edi- 
tor, M. O'Hatloran, now overseas with 
the Artillery, and the business man- 
ager, Hugh B. Oriftlth, who has Just 
secured a commission In the Royal 
FlyInK Corps, after some months' 
Nervi<'e with No. 6 Field Ambulance. 
iAIthtiiiRh his résignation was accept- 
ed, and he withdrew from office In 
favour of I). Henry, now of the ISSth 
liattallon, and C. (i. Hcott, who has 
been In France with the Canadian Ar- 
tillery since the First Division landed 
there, Lieut. Oliver remained a warm 
friend of the Cnlversity, fcnd Was al- 
ways ready to offer his assistance 
when It was required. Students who 
are engaged In the production of the 
Dally to-day have little Idea of the 
nature and difficulty of the «orl< 
which Oliver and hfs little band ot 
associates took In hand '%t this time . 
Assistants were few. and ■ office fa- 
cilities not of the best. It was a com- 
mon occurrence for the khpup of men 
who comprised the staff at lb:ii time 
tfi work far into the hours nf ibe 
miirnin;^ to assure the .■iiipc:! r:i nr,- of 
the papir at the u.^uiil hour. Ami a 
ratlliuk' Mi'it'\ |iM|)<r tiny tinned out 
when the difficulties under whirli tliey 
worked were consideri-d. (ili\>i .-i idj. 
lorials, full of "pep," were u feature. 

Ill Hplte of the amount of time 
which lie was forced to spend in con- 
nection with his position on the Daily, 
Lieut. Oliver managed to take a high 
J standing in the classroom ai^d at ex- 
aminations. He took a honours 
course in Rconomics, and was gradu- 
ated In ItlS with' high honours. Two 
other members of the honours cla.is 
of which he was » meinbor have niv- 
en up their lives— Sergt. Faiil .S. Clark 
and Lieut. John A. Abbott.

About :;00 students were present, as 
well as many members of the profes- 
doii. at the meeting of thi' Medical 
■îooiety last night. .Mr, Siiilly, the 
president, opened the meeting, by In- 
troducing th^~ speaker ' of the even- 
ing. 

Dr. Cbipman began his address liy 
stating that the society was the one 
binding link of the ncudemic life ,,t 
the students. It is like the parson who 
introduced his wife as a pour thing, 
but his own. The speaker referred 
feelingly to the freshman, who has to 
take the back seat In the synagog and 
at the feast tent in the society he Is 
entitled to take a front seat. In re- 
gard to public speaking, the society 
develops a man and makes a speaker 
out of him, even if he comes from 
Nova Scotia or I'rince Kdward Is- 
land, where it Is hard to get farther 
out of the world. The society Is the 
meeting place of Ihe five ages o. 
medicine, from the fresliman "mewllng 
and puking In his nurse's arms — " t<i 
the senior in hl.s pantaloiuis. 

Coming down to his subject, the 
Doctor referred to the grand idea tlial 
the society had no professoriate Prin- 
ciples: 

1, — The unity or oneness of the 
practice of medicine is an outstand- 
ing feature; 

2. — The experimental method of 
work in which a man does the work 
for himself. Hecause the results ot 
one experiment form the premises of 
the second. Power of thinking cannot 
be obtained liurriedly, but .must be 
acquired by honest work. $tyle-l8 an 
Important factor. The good student 
tries to arrange, his matter so that it 
can be understood by the reader. 

Study of medicine Is study of life 
from lowest to highest form, and man 
especially. In order to understand 
man we must know something of his 
family tree. The medical curriculum, 
In spite of Its many names. Is simply 
a study of life, and finally man. Man, 
chief though ho be, man born of wo- 
man, is full of trouble; there finally 
comes old ago and death, which 
must occur where there is life. As 
among animals one organism feeds on 
another, so with man, many pai-a.site.s 
feed upon him In disease. The medical 
curriculum Is not a set of tools, or at 
least It should not he. The freshman 
starts with Zoology, etc., and studies 
without seeing any connection be- 
tween his subject until he gets to a 
point where he suddenly realises the 
fact. 

The freshman should carry k pic- 
ture of a cell, not "sell," nejtt his 
heart. . It Is the basis of all future 
knowledge. The fifth year man looks 
back on his course, which he has 
wandered through, either awake oi 
partly asleep, and sees the oneness ot 
his course. 

How shall you work Thlp applies 
to the professor as well as the stu- 
dent, as he has to consider how he 
shall teach, that the time of the stu- 
dent may not be entirely wasted. It 
all comes down to making the stu- 
dent, as In the kindergarten, work for 
himself, and not rommlt thing.s to 
memory. Don't learn to do, but learn 
In doing. 

Any amount of work done by a stu- 
dent himself, no matter how small, 
stands him a grent deal better than 
reading from now till Doomsday. 

The darkest days of the course arc 
those of clinical diagnosis, when the 
stethoscope Is unwieldy, and the per- 
cussion irnger gives a note like a 
sausage. But keep at It, never miss 
a chance, and the definite picture will 
come. A didactic lecture Is a suc- 
cess or a failure, according as it 
stimulates a man to think 

The speaker characterised his re- 
marks as an impeachment, honged, 
beheaded and quartered of the text 
book 

The aim of medicine Is to heal the 
lick It requires a spirit of devotion 
and self-sacrifice. In modern times 
the philanthropic spirit sometimes 
prevailed. Yet we are our hrotliers' 
keepers, and m'ue so now than ever. 
The calling leads us at limes Into the 
alleys where derent people shun to 
venture, and often we save the rash 
adventurer, who si-arcely tlianks you.

DO STUDENTS STUDY? 

"Do students study t" This perennial query, as sure as the pro- 
cession of the oquinoxes or the journeys of the tax collector, has 
burst its closet door aud is pointing its accusing bony finger over the 
three column scare-head at certain and sundry near-educators, tax- 
l)aycr8. ami stay-at-home fathers whus,- money is lured to finance 
tliese so-called institutions of learning known as colleges and uni- 
versities. There are certain times of the year when epidemics of 
the strange and tlio hi/.arro attest to the still unshaken rule of the 
great god Pan over the people; graves yawn and give up their .lead, 
an honest politician is elected to office, infantile paralysis breaks out 
anew, and the metropolitan daily staff scribe turns wearily to the 
office files to winnow therefrom some ancient crime that miglit be 
refurbished into another sensation of tlie liour. Do you wonder, 
then, that this ancient friend of ours, "Do Students Study," comes 
back to us as regularly as the inotlicr-in-law joke? 

Wearily, and sadly we retrieve our old answer: "Yes, students 
should study; yes, students do 'study." And let the space writer in 
the Sunday feature section remember that every rule is subject to 
exceptions. Some students do not study; some play football, or the 
jitney guitar, or support the cafes, or impersonate Romeos for will- 
ing Juliets, and get away with it, too. For it is a strange worid, full 
of the most absurd anomalies; non-studying students, non-teachin« 
teachers, and on down the list of those who seem to escape scholastic, 
criminal and poetic justice. The American college or university is 
not absolutely selective. It draws its students from the ranks of lh,. 
sovereign people, that wonderful synthesis of races, creeds, political 
parties, ancestries, and misinformation; tJic university jnust work 
with the material that it finds; some students come for the fraternity 
and sorority life and for nothing else. Can you blame the college for 
thatî ^ 

Yet if we were to take the students of any representative uni- 
versity or college, and through the medium of a melting pot, find 
the one representative mythical "average student" we would be well 
satisfied with the result. We have tlie faith and the optimism, and, 
' vre trust, the common horse sense, to believe that this student would 
tiome to school primarily for study. He .would also recognize that 
through study alone he could not attain an all-round symmetrical de- 
velopment of mind, spirit and body. We would find him devoting a 
proper share of time to athletics, to literary work, to social activities, 
and the religious work. This is our average student. The froth and 
the dregs of.tho student body, which furnish such rich material for 
the sensation monger and the near-sociologist, are evils that cannot 
be mvoided until the complete regeneration of the homaa racé is ac- 
complished.

Instituted or approved by the univer- 
sity authorities. Candidates for the 
degree must be graduates of a Scot- 
tish or any other approved university. 
The period of study is two academic 
years

LIVES OF THE POETS (3)— 
Pilfered Vennyaon. 

Pilfered Vennyson, the Krpiit pd.-ich- 
cr-poet, Is chiefly noted for hi.s rx- 
plolts in the forest of Arden, where 
he was employed as a keeper. In his 
young days, he wrote the Socialistic 
poem "We Knock Arden," and the 
pastoral, "As You Pike It." Being 
discharged from his position owing to 
a slight misunderstanding, he attempt* 
ed to become a pugilist, but was 
knocked out by "Jim" F. Jeffrey, the 
essayist and prize-fighter; on this 
occasion he wrote "Sidles From the 
Ring," niKl shortly after retired from 
tlip profession. Ile was also the au> 
thor of the great historical play "Tom 
Is a Bucket," or "Within The Pall." 
Vennyonn wan much afflict cd with 
neuralRla, and It was while .suffering 
from an attack of this malady that he 
dashed off the, famous lyric, "Ache, 
Ache, Ache!" And also "Hoohl Slay 
All!" a wonderful prophecy tt modern 
conditions. Finally becoming dis- 
gusted with life, he wrote the exquis- 
ite Ifttle piece, "The Crook," and tried 
to ilrown his sorrows In drink, but 
was ejected from all the saloons. In 
commémoration of this, he wrote 
'CroBsInK llip Bar," and expired soon 
after. His last words, addressed lo 
his friend, ".lack" Buskin, were, 
"'Skin, de more I am " The sen- 
tence was never finished.
